PROPOSED MANEATTAN EXTENSIONS,

New-Yorkers generally now appear to ex-
pect that the Rapid-Transiv Commission will
grant estraordinary  privileges and immense
extensions to the Manhattan system, It 1s not
likely that there will bo any persistent and
formidable oppositicn to such grants, provided
that the people hecome convineed that a new
spirit has entered the Manhattan conneils, aml
that the present managers of the system have
experienced an entire change of heart. No one
can dispute the ohvions truth that the elevated
railroads have not hitherto been managed with
the purpose of giving the public the largest
measure possible of quick, efficient and com-
fortable service. The chief ambition of the
Manhattan divectors hitheito has seemingly
been to get hold of Battery Park, and to give
its patrons as poor a servica and as little com-
fort as it cou'd well supply. Many of the di-
rectors of the elevated roads who were di-
rectors when the strongest efforts were put
forth to ruin Battery P'ark are directors now.
1t will require overshelming evidenes to satisfy
the community that these directors have seen
a new light, and will devote themselves here-
after with a single mind to furnishing New-

| York with as complete and satisfactory a sys-

tem of swift and convenient transportation as
it is in their power to furnish.

If the elovated railroads are to be extended
and expanded, the guardians of the piblic m-
terests shonld see to it that not a single foct
of additional space in any public park is sur-
rendered to them,  The city shonld reccive
sutisfactory compensation for the enormous in-
crease in traflic and in profits which must fol-
low the proposed extensions. Pledges, ghat-
antees, steel-clad contracts should be exacted
on the part of the city, that the best service
possible shall be afforded. and that the public
weasury shall receive a handsome perecntage
of the receipts from the elevated lines, It is
¢lear enough now that Tammany Hall long ago
decided that New-York should not huve a new
and adequate system of rapid transit, and that
sume of the members of the Rapid-Transit
Commission came to the same couclusion, In
this matter it is evident that the ety cannot
hope for a whole loaf for many a year tu come,
But can it trost the elevated railroad manage-
went to give it anything softer than Belgian
blocks? The rapid-transit problem is very far
from solution, The present commission is nuk
now in the least likely to solve it satisfactorily.
The bafled, perplexed, deluded. deceived and
indignant people aro almost ready to accept
even the scantiest measure of rvelief from any
guartsr. Tammany Hall will do nuthing for
the public benefit.  The Tamwmany city govern-
ment cannot be trusted.  And in the Rapid-
Transit Commission cbviously the Manhattun
inflnence is altogether tog potent, The needs
of the city ave urgent. Swift trains on stults
are dangerons experiments.  But travel in the
air is all that New-Yorkers can now look for
within any reasonable time, If the Manhattan
management will bessatistied with 6 per cent
gssured dividends on money actually expend-
ed, will give up attempted raids on public
parks. will manage the property as the Peun-
sylvama Railvoad is managed, with the deter-
mination 1o give the best possible service, will
aim to improve the system as & permanent -
vestment and not as a bubble for speculation
in Wall Street, tho city will at least secure
some advantage. bBut the outlook is not en-
couraging.

THE PANAMA MAELSIROM.

The astonnding testimony given by Charles
de Lesseps in relation to the Panama swindle
serves to explain what has been an inexplicable
wystery, The French people, baving invested
many hundreds of millions of Trancs in that
ill-managed and impracticable enterprise, might
have been supposed with reason to know some-
thing about it: but they were more ignornt
than well-informed Americans or Englishmen.
They were emptying their stockings and ac-
cepting the promises of the Grand Frenchman
as infallible when all the world was aware that
the projeet was a failnre and nnspeakahly cor-
rupt and wasteful in administration.  Why
wus 4 nation so eonspicuous for lucidity of in-
tellig nee as Prance Blind when the stupendous
folly and wonstrons dishonesty of this enter-
prise were apparent ty every tiaveller who
crossed the Isthmns and witnessed the revels
of debanchery at Panama? M. de Lesseps ex-
plains this phencmenon. The truth was sup-
pressed by the expenditure of a vast corrup-
tion fund.  Journalists, Ministers, Deputies
and Senators were bribed to withhold or to
mistepresent the essential facts. Large sums
were expended for what was known as **ad-
vertising.” whenever any new issie of bonds
was feated : and in the end Charles de Los-
seps  gave millions ontright to Baron de
leinaeh, practically telling him to keep s
much as he liked and to use the remainder in
secret service according to his discretion,

Charles de Lesseps throws light upon the
amazing credulity of the investors who were
cut off frem all trastworthy somrees of informa-
tion: but he does net explain the fatuity of
the managers of the cuterprise in persevering
in their desperate devices when the final catas-
trophe was inevitable. If France was in the
dark the directirs were not, They knew that
1,400 000,000 francs had been expended on
a work which Ferdinand de Lesseps had de-
clared at the ontset would not cost more than
600,000,000 francs, and that there was not
even a remote possibility of completing the
waterway on the original lines of a tide-level
canal.  Yet they pmsisted in advocating their
project when  their offices were besieged by
Llackmailers and corruptionists and ultimate
failure was absolutely certain,  Extraordinary
exeriions and large expenditures were required
for securing the introduction of the Lottery
Will. M. liaihant, Minister of Public Works,
demanded 1,000,000 Diancs and received 375,-
000 francs, He was one of a swarm of cor-
rupt pensioners, and Charles de Lesseps do-
scribes him as putting a knife to the throats
of the managers, DBut they submiited to =il

exactions, and with the desperation of gam-
blers redneed to facing the turn of a last gold
piece they strove to secure the issue of the
lottery loan: yet they must have known that
even the success of that highly costly bit of
legislative jobbery would only avert for a few
wonths the inevitable crash,

It is not difficult to understand how greedy
adventurers like Arton and Herz were pressed
into the serviee as lobliyvists and sceret agents,
They had their fortumes to make, and could
depend npon their presence of mind and agility
in cseaping from the country whenever the
ertastrophe might oecur. What is inexplicable
is the recklessness with which Baren de
Reinneh and the managors of the company wl-
lowed thems Ives to be diawn into a maelstrom
of corruption from which the i OWI eseape was
impossible,  They may have fancicd that by
img Beating  Minisicrs, officials and legislators
in the seandal and by ecompromising nearly
eyery public reputation i France they could
sueeved o deferting for M indefinite period
a4 public exposers which wonld menace the ex-
ptence of republican i titntions. that wis
thee method in their madness it wis like the
vawaries of Ophelia's droams. The leeches and
blackmailers who were bleeding them wonld
incvitably turn against them when there was
po more money to he made ont of them, With
the Noyalists  and Bonlangists  intriguing
amainst the Republic there would he an active
market for state secercts and Jegislative scan-
dals. When they  themselves were sald ont
by those whom they had purchased, what re-
conree wonld remain except the base expedient
of Dbeteaying all their confederates and seek-
ing o wreck he Republic Charles de Les-
seps now bas it in bis power to riin every one
who has had corrupt dealings with the Panamau
Company Wit the enterprise which was to
bave made his father the greatest Frenchman
sinen Napoleon has been irretrievably rumed ;
he and his fellowsdirectors are self-ennfessed
cortuptionists and swindlers: and while every
enemy of the Kepublic 1s wating eagerly for
their disclosires, the tenth long suppressed
can only seal their infamy.

BENJAMIN F. BUILER.

The death of General Butler removes from
publie sight one of the most picturesque char-
acters that ever figured in Amevican history.
From the time of bis first appearance upon the
stage of Nuational politics in the Democratic
National Cenvention of 1860 al Charleston
until his practical retirement from publie life
in 1884, when he was the candidate of the
Greenbaek party fur President, he was seldom
out of sight for auy length of time.  The nota-
piety guined in the  Charleston Convention,
where ag the leader of the Massachusetts dele-
gation he voted fifty-seven times for Jefferson
Davis for President, would have been soon
lost but for the sacerssion of events which a
pwelvemonth later brought Lim into the fieeld
in armed epposition to the canse w hich Jeffer-
sunt Davis represented in that convention and
to the movement in support of that cause of
which Davis was the head. 'The suddenness
of the transformution was almost startling. It
was the first one of those dramatic effects with
which for the next quatter of @ conturs ho was
geenstomed at intervals 1o dazele the imagina
tion and eonfoss the sense of the speciator
Ent it was not alone by the sindidenness of his
rransformatiens or the rapidity and facility of
hi< mutations that he beld the stage and Kept
himself beforo the peopla. His originality of
wind, fertility of resouree, and 8 certain 1eck-
Jess sudacity horn of undoubiting confidence in
Bimself  were qualitics which met the popmlar
demand  and the exigencies of
groat emergoicies i i most stirring and event
ful time,

Whatever elsa may be saud of Lim, it will
not he denied that le rendered great and nse-
ful service to the canse of the Unlon from the
time when he startlel the party of secession
with which he seemed to be naturally allied, by
answering the call for defance of
the Guvernment, uatil the way closed. Tlat
bis faults of temper and astonishing weak-
nesses on some sides of his character often
corved evil purposes, and operated as hindrinces
vather than as belps, is equally tene, Yet, taken
all in all, it may be siid in trath and not in
the language of cnlogy, that frum kis first im-
portant serviee at Laltimore in 1561 to the
termination, pot spectally glorous, uf his mil-
itary carcer ke rondeved benefits to his country

troups in

that o thousatd times ontwerghed the ill effects
of his foildes amwld bis follies, his oversweening
solf-comtidence and self-assertion wud his con
stant porsuit of sellish ends. With many of
the gualities of o suecessful commander, and
potwithstanding  some  poteworthy  sinccesses,
his military career van bavdly be called more
than a disappiintment.  But it should also be
said thar partly on acweunt of the peculiny
eonditions surronnding bim and partly becanse
of his own peendiarities of cliaracter he bal
nnustal difienltios to encounter, aid thers was
neEver 4 moment in his mulitary carcer, as in-
deed there never was in all his public Jife, in
which b was not followed by an epposition
alwavs determined and persistent. and often-
times bitterly personal and malignant.  And
there was always something impressive in the
manner in which ke not only faced opposi-
tion but seemeid to be gladdened by the very
tumult of it. He cnjoyed the storm he breasted.

His caveer as a public man i eivil Jife was
much the same as it had been in the tield of
war.  Always dpucatic and interesting, there
were times when it tHlashoed with the britliance
of some unexpectd sueerss or sudden achieve-
ment in the face of heavy wdds, and the periods
were rate when he was for any length of time
off the staga or ovt of public sight.  The foot-
fights were his joy @ and whether he posed as
a patriot or clowned it for the groundlings ho
kept well to the front and never Lt the audi-
ence lose sight of him.  Bat his publie life
fronishes little that is inspiving as an example.
He had sueesses, as they are called in polities,
and some of rather a remackable sort; but as
Member of Congress or Governor of his sStute
b has left itle that will endure to the eredit
of his fame or the benetit of his fellow-men.
e could bardly be called o statosman ; alway <
and everywhore he wis the politician, and it.i-«'
teuth to say, the time-serving, self-seeling
politicinn : playiog o game, not pursting a call-
ing. With o eymieal disvegard for anything
like high political prineiple he habitoally played
tho demagogue, practising upon the credulity
of the people in furtherance of his own ]n-s:-
sonal ambitions or selfish ends,

His closing days were full of bickerings,
disputes and litigations  over transactions re-
cent and long past. The end of his life, peace-
ful and patnless, seenis in striking contrast
with his troubled and stormy career.

THE PRICE OF SILVER.

The course of the market for silver bullion
anght to satisly cven the most zealons that the
Silver Purchase aet does no gocd.  In faet, so
far as can be judged from the quotatfins, the
act only tends at this time to depress the price,
This it docs by ereating a larger market for
the metal, and thus encouraging many mines
1o increase their production. So long as this
foree is in constant operaticn the price of
bullivn must tend dowaward, and the desire of

the United States to secure the restoration of
silver to monetary use must be thwarted.

In 1873, when the act discontinning silver
coinage was passed, silver bullion was wurth
59 7-8 pence per oune:, so that the silver dol-
lar was worth about 1 1-2 cents mora as bnllion
than it was worth as current moncy. In the
six preceding years the prico had averaged frem
G0.51 to 68T penco per ounce, so that the
dollar was woirth from 2 to 3 cents more as
bullion than as current money. The decline
which followed the passage of that act de-
pressed the pries about & pence per ounce be-
low par in gold, o that in 1878, when the
Bland Silver Coinage act was passed, the aver-
age of daily gquotati ms in February and March
wis 54,29 pence per ounce. 1t was siupposed
by the advocatss of that measure that it wonld
raise the price of bullion, but, on the con-
trary, silver fell to 50 pence in December of
that very year. A recovery of about 3.3
penes ocenrred during the npext year, bt it
was not until December, 1584, that the prien
dropped definitely and pe rinanently bejow 50
pence.  This was obviowly beewase of the in-
crease iu production stimulated by the per-
cistent agitation for free coinage. The aver-
age of daily guotations each month in that
vear, in 1888, and in later years hias heen as
follows :

The fall from a yearly averaze of H0.GS penco
in 1884 to 42.01 penes in Augist, 1385, was
followed in 1850 by a slight recovery, and
after the passage of the Slver Purchase act
in 1800 the prico rose for a short time higher
than it had been sines November, 1879, But
the beneficial influenc of that act was also
quickly expended, and while the averagn in
1891 was considerably higher than in 1887,
1589 or 1889, the pries tended steadily down-
ward. As all now know, this was becanse of
the enormons increase in prodoetion.  In spite
of the increase of 30,000,000 ounces i qui-
tity of silver taken off the market vach yvear
by the United States, the price fell rapidly.
In the year just clusixl the average has been
lower than in any previens year in history,
and the price has repeatedly touched 37.93
penes, the lowest ever L nowvn.

The exact prodoction during the last year
is not yet known, awd there are yeports that
some of the mines have recently discontinned
aperations, Bt in cther divcetions the outpat
has increased. largels in connection with the
mining of other motals which pay the entire
cost, so that the silver is a bye pr duet,  Ofi-
cial statements show that at some of the hest
silver wmines the actual cost of producing is
from 25 to 40 conts per ounce, so that great
profits are realized even now, and the market
ooms to pruve that the aggregate production
of the world, even with silver below 29 penee
has boen as far in excess of the

dued. tamed amd hamessed to a band wagon.
The sl bhad been widely advertised.  Anee-
dotes illustrating the animal’s ferocious amd
cartivorous  mature  had  been  dissemimated
theongh the press. Only recently he bad de-
vastated a whole =tate, Lasked in the
Capitol aml stretehed himself ut foll leagth
ont the beneh of the highost ot And men
said that of he was crossed at all i anything
at Ghicago, vr auything white and beautiful
and spotless bike a Mugwump delegation or
anything of that kind was shalen at him, he
would make a great deal of trouble all through
the country. They said it was ten to vne, if
anything in the show happened to excite his
ravn that he would fump off the platform amd
devonr several of the most prominent persons in
the country, alter which he would plm't't'd to
demolish the entive Domoeratic party and whisk
his tail like a besom ol destruetion over the
whole lapd. Thonsands of people assembled
and sat vnder umbrellas in the leaky shed to
sea the show,  Dulleting were dssued almost
Lourly for several days telling how dangerons
the animal was, and what carnage would fol-
low any attempt to do anything with him ex-
cept feed him.

ONE SURE THING,

The ratifieation by the Presidential Electors
at Albany on Monday of the choice of Edward
Murphy, jr., for Senator of the United States
is stornly condemned by numerons Demoerats,
This wius one of the cortain consequences,
Those who disliked that sort of thing were
sure to find it just about the sort of thing that
they disliked.

formally declaved their opposition to Mr. Mur-
phy's eandidacy for the Senato. \What then?
